We conducted our audit in accordance with generally accepted 
auditing standards. Those standards require that we plan and 
perform the audit to obtain reasonable assurance about whether 
the financial statements are free of material misstatement. 
An audit includes examining, on a test basis, evidence 
Supporting the amounts and disclosures in the financial 
statements. An audit also includes assessing the accounting 
principles used and significant estimates made by management, 
as well as evaluating the overall financial statement 
presentation. We believe that our audit provides a reasonable 
basis for our opinion. 


The general purpose financial statements referred to above do 
not include the general fixed assets account group which 
should be included in order to conform with generally accepted 
accounting principles.

Our audit was made for the purpose of forming an opinion on 
the general purpose financial statements of the Town of New 
Ipswich taken as a whole. The combining and individual fund 
financial statements listed as schedules in the table of 
contents are presented for purposes of additional analysis and 
are not a required part of the general purpose financial

been subjected to the auditing procedures applied in the audit 
of the general purpose financial statements and, in our 
opinion, is fairly presented in all material respects in 
relation to the general purpose financial statements taken as 
a whole.

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TAX COLLECTOR 


Well another tax year has gone by, but not as quietly nor as 
un-noticeably as those in the recent past. Unlike those 
during the last five years, when taxes have been moving 
downward, this year’s 2™ half took a 22% upward spike (or 
$3.97 per thousand dollars). Many people who had expected a 
decrease in taxes because of the defeat of the Town Budget 
were very Surprised by the increase. Therefore the most asked 
two (2)part question that I had to answer this fall was...How 
come the taxes went up?,,,and why so much? Well for those 
that wondered and did not ask let me elaborate. $3.87 of the 
total increase was due to the approval of the school budget, 
while the remaining .10 cents of the increase went to 
Hillsborough County. Though the town had the task of 
collecting the funds, they all went elsewhere, while the town 
departments, during this time of rising costs, had to struggle 
by having to live within the previous year’s budget. 


Though the defeated Town Budget had requested increases in 
both the Police Department and a new position of Department of 
Public Works Director totaling approximately $200,000, those 
were incorporated into the total budget instead of being in 
separate warrant articles to be voted on individually. Many 
taxpayers said afterwards, that if the increases had been 
placed on separate articles for which they could have voted 
separately, they might have voted to pass some and not 
others...allowing items they considered important to succeed 
and defeating the others. Instead the entire “package” was 
defeated resulting in the “default” budget. The defeat was a 
setback and I am sure the Town Fathers, having noted the 
outcome, will carefully consider putting future increases in 
articles individually for voter consideration. 


Another question taxpayers OFTEN asked me this year was about 
all the building going on or being planned “all around town”. 
Their concern is with what they describe as “unbridled” or 
“uncontrolled” growth and their concern for the effects it 
will have not only on their future taxes with the 
possibilities of new schools and other services, but also 
their concern for the open space, the environment and the 
effects in general on the “quality of life” that we enjoy here 
in New Ipswich. Other concerns mentioned were the effect the 
growth would have on their wells and the water supply in 
general. Some thought that there should be a moratorium 
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imposed while others thought that some sort of “controlled” 
growth measures should be put in place. 


Selectman George Lawrence, who is also our Building Permit 
Officer, addressed these citizen concerns on camera at a 
Selectmen’s meeting not long ago. I will’ not quotes Mr. 
Lawrence but the general “gist” of his remarks were that “yes” 
building was up in town over previous years but that most of 
the talk about building was “speculation” because no one had 
yet applied for building permits for the 50 houses off Thayer 
Road or the 100 houses off of Ashby Road that had been 
rumored. A moratorium he said could only be in effect for 3 
years and wouldn’t be an answer to sustained but controlled 
growth. He suggested that the answer on how to handle pe 
should be left up to the Townspeople with the guidance of the 
Selectmen. A suggestion I strongly support as a taxpayer as 
well as a public servant.

We wish to thank everyone during the past year that 
contributed their time and talents to our community. It is 
not possible to name everyone from the assistant coach to 
various board members to volunteers that pick up roadside 
trash and onto a myriad of activities that are vital to the 
quality of life. This report is dedicated to Oiva Anderson 
who served New Ipswich for many years, and at the time of his 
passing was still engaged in helping his community. 


The past year has been preoccupied with the daily events of 
life and preparing for 2002. At the Annual Town Meeting 
voters will be asked to approve the funding for closing the 
landfill and for construction of a new solid waste facility. 
Voters will also be asked to express their opinion about how 
trash disposal should be primarily funded in the future, 
through taxes or fees. The requested appropriations are based 
on what is presently known today and hopefully will come in 
less than the appropriation. We ask for your support in this 
effort. 


As we move into 2002, we will need to look ahead at the future 
needs of our town. We are situated in a location that is 
favorable to growth and has a quality of life and natural 
beauty that attracts others, as it did many of us, or our 
parents. To address these issues we will need to come 
together to help direct and shape this growth so that it does 
not destroy the very things that helped to create it. Our 
roads, parks and other infrastructure will need to be improved 
to accommodate the new homes and residents that have recently 
arrived and are still coming. One item that has served the 
town in the past and could have a bright new future is the old 
town hall. We ask for your support in this area, along with 
the other items we recommend, and direct you to the old town 
hall report. 


This report is intended to let everyone know that town 
officials are aware of the present growth trends, and to 
solicit support and input from as many citizens as possible on 
how we can best design our own future, rather than leaving it 
to chance. When public forums are held that addresses our 
future, it is our desire that as many of you as possible will 
participate. In doing so it will not be “me” and “the town;” 
it will be us, for “we” are the town and only when “we” come 
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together can we accomplish all that needs to be done. 


Thank you for your support and we hope 2002 is a good and 
happy year for everyone.

It is our goal to ensure that we meet the challenge ahead in 
a manner that is the most equitable to all taxpayers. Should 
you ever have a question on how your property is valued, 
please contact our secretary for an appointment; we will be 
happy to go over it with you. 


As we move forward we ask for your patience and assistance in 
meeting the unknown changes facing us in the coming year. We 
also thank our secretary, Joanne Meshna, for her terrific 
support, and the other boards and elected officials that have 
been helpful.

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FIRE DEPARTMENT 


I would like to start our year end report by again saying 
THANK YOU for voting yes to obtain our new rescue truck. It 
was wonderful to see our residents we serve also shared the 
Same vision as we do on our growth within the community. 


Thank you also to the other town departments in the community 
to which the fire department worked with throughout the year, 
most of all the Road Agent. Tom Saari’s latitude in allowing 
his work crews to respond to numerous emergency calls in the 
community while still getting his tasks completed is 
commendable. 


This past year was the year the U.S. Congress brought forward 
to the Fire Services grant monies. We applied as did many 
other fire departments across the state and country. Sadly we 
were one of many not chosen, most likely due to 3.2 million 
requests for only one hundred million dollars. We will try 
again in the coming year should it be available. 


2001 also saw the tragic events of September 11. The 
emergency services suffered great losses. Firefighters, 
police officers, and emergency medical technicians gave the 
ultimate sacrifice for their fellow man; however, it is the 
families of these dedicated people who will carry the burden 
of loss the longest. As Fire Chief, all the kind words and 
comments to us and others were appreciated. That shows you 
folks care very much. Thank you! 


Training is still a priority within the department. Another 
two firefighters completed level IB which gives them and us 
certified firefighters to NFPA 1001 Standards. In addition, 
two firefighters shall be completing the level IA section 
soon. Members still seek outside educational sessions which 
become good for the department but also the fire service 
network contacts made can benefit everyone in the future. 
Thank you goes out to the Lewis family of Ashby Road for the 
generous donation of a house that did not fit into their plans 
and it was offered to the fire department for training. 
Approximately 300 man hours were put into the training with 
the end resulting in the house totally burned. The training 
saw the mutual aid system work to its fullest and the 
experience gained priceless. Another part of training is the 
Fire Prevention Program. The programs delivered by the 
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department reaches many children in grades K-6 and a format 
for older students. It does not end there because these 

messages do find a way to the rest of the family. Children 
are still a valuable resource and good teachings of things in 
younger years many times prove to have positive results. 
Inspections totaling over one hundred added to the fire 
message of Life Safety. If you would like a Life Safety 
inspection, please call 878-1364 for an appointment. 


Speaking of messages, the department received 1570 pages to 
the staff plus numerous radio messages from the dispatch 
center and direct numeric pages. This year resulted in 246 
requests for fire department assistance. We try to answer all 
of the pages in a timely manner; however, I know we have 
missed some for whatever reason. I do apologize. 


Space needs are clearly a concern and shall be brought forward 
this year. It has been just about 30 years since the present 
fire station was built and we are filled up. Further, this 
year we are requesting to obtain a thermal imaging camera. 
This technology has become a very valuable tool in search and 
rescue of trapped or lost victims in a fire situation, 
determining where people are located, and the direction a fire 
may be moving. It has proven to reduce the time factor in 
discovery while adding an edge of safety for the rescuer. 


A reminder to all, we are always here to answer any non- 
emergency questions you may have. Our business telephone 
number is 878-1364 and is monitored 24 hours a day 7 days a 
week.

Your local Forest Fire Warden, Fire Department, and the State 
of New Hampshire Division of Forests and Lands cooperate and 
coordinate to reduce the risk of wildland fires in New 
Hampshire. To help us assist you, contact your local Forest 
Fire Warden or Fire Department to find out if a permit is 
required before doing ALL outside burning. Fire permits are 
mandatory for any open burning unless the ground where the 
burning is to be done (and surrounding areas) is completely 
covered with snow. Violations .of | RSA  227-Lsiv. sche eiice 
permit law and the other burning laws of the State of New 
Hampshire are misdemeanors punishable by fines up to $2,000 
and/or a year in jail. Violators are also liable for all fire 
Suppression costs. Open burning is a privilege, NOT a right.

New Hampshire experienced over 940 wildland fires in 2001.

HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT 


This year the Highway Department budget got slashed and as a 
result operated on a default budget. The Highway Department 
got hit with more than its fair share of reduction of budget 
than it should have (in my opinion). Also the warrant 
articles did not pass which were for a new backhoe and a 
storage unit for sand and salt. As a result of this, we had 
to spend $15,000 on the old backhoe to fix it up to be safe 
and dependable. I feel that now that we have spent the money 
on it, we will keep it longer and will not be asking for a new 
one yet. The salt shed is a issue that has to be resolved, 
but without a majority of voters in favor of spending some 
money on it, it’s going to be difficult to achieve, but we are 
not giving up on the idea and may have to be creative to work 
the details out. We own the old town garage, and the only use 
it serves is for sand and salt storage, so in my opinion that 
should be sold and directly or indirectly the money will 
offset the costs of a storage unit for gravel. 


This year there will be a warrant article for raising money to 
build two bridges. We are applying for matching funds that 
will provide 80% of the costs to us if we preapprove and raise 
20% of the cost. The bridges to be rebuilt are Old Country 
Road bridge (over Waterloom Pond) and the bridge on lower 
Ashby Road (near Mountain View Drive). The money needed for 
this may come from the fund balance, and if it does, that 
would mean taxes would not go up as a result of this project. 


The Department has settled into the “new” highway building and 
everyone is very happy to be working out of a roomy and 
comfortable facility. Thanks to all who have made this 
happen, especially Don Wright who has volunteered countless 
hours to see the project through. 


The roads that were shimmed and chipsealed this year were 
Appleton, Dark Lane, Davis Village, upper Ashby and half of 
Finn Hill. Preparing and working these roads, plus vigilant 
maintenance work on other roads, was performed by present 
employees Dennis Eastman (foreman), Gregg Eastman, Hazen Fisk 
and Ken Saari. I thank them for another year where they 
showed results of improved roads and improved vehicle and 
machinery status. All the employees take pride in maintaining 
and upgrading whatever trucks and equipment we have, and they 
do a great job.

The 1981 grader got a new paint job and looks brand new. I 
parked it outside the Selectmen’s office window and told 
Cheryl to direct the Selectmen’s attention to it, and ask them 
how they liked the new grader.

LANDFILL

The volume of trash coming into the site has been more than 
predicted, and because of that, the shape of the final “mound” 
has been altered to try and fit all of the trash until we are 
closed as a landfill, and closure commences. 


There were some improvements made to the dumpster pad, glass 
bins and steel recycling area to make things more manageable 
and neater. 


Present employees Eric Soini, John Halloran and Ken Saari, led 
by supervisor George Leel, have been doing a very good job 
keeping the place neat and organized. Dave Howard has filled 
in when personnel was missing and I thank him and everyone for 
the job well done.

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SOLID WASTE COMMITTEE 


This year the Committee focused on three issues: 


(1) The cost of closing the landfill, which will have to stop 
taking trash by about April 1, 2003. 


(2) The cost of a new solid waste facility to handle trash 


after that date. 
(3) Who should pay for solid waste. 


mcOST “OF ~ LANDFILL CLOSURE. In accordance with, national 
regulations, the landfill must be closed and capped by 
December 31, 2003, including having grass growing before 


winter. This will require completion of construction of the 


landfill cap by about September 2003 - so the landfill will 


have to stop taking trash by about April 1, 2003. 


Estimating the cost of closure is difficult, primarily because 


the rate at which trash is accumulating is increasing. After 


a survey in January 2000, Hoyle Tanner Associates assumed a 
rate of trash accumulation, and produced an estimated cost. 
Subsequent surveys in April and September 2001 showed that 
trash has accumulated at more than double their expected rate 
- and that the rate has been increasing. (Much of this 
appears to be connected with increased construction in the 
last 2 years.) 


‘After the April 2001 survey, Hoyle Tanner refined its design 
and fit some additional trash into the previously assumed 


‘ground area, and produced a cost estimate of $1,017,658, 


assuming that trash continued to accumulate at about the 
‘January 2000 - April 2001 rate. The accumulation rate has 
since further increased. In addition, the town has been 
informed that when landfills close, the rate of trash 


j}accumulation usually increases significantly during the final 
|year. 


|

‘The Committee believes that a reasonably conservative estimate 
of future trash accumulation will result in about 8 to 10 
‘percent more trash than Hoyle Tanner used for its cost 


@stimate. Additional volume will likely require additional 


area on the ground and therefore a larger, and more expensive, 
Meap. Since the latest design used only about 6 acres of the 
existing approximately 8 acres of trash footprint, there is 
Space available - but at an increased cost per cubic yard of 
trash. The last 2 acres of footprint is narrower than the 
first 6 acres, so trash cannot be piled anywhere near as high 
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on the additional area. A reasonably conservative estimate is 
that 8 to 10 percent more trash could easily result in 20 
percent more cost. Hoyle Tanner has not yet produced a new 
design, but has stated that costs are roughly proportional to 
landfill ground area (not volume), and that the 20 percent 
estimate is conservative. 


Adding approximately 20 percent to Hoyle Tanner's figure gives 
a conservative maximum landfill closure cost estimate between 
$1,250,000 and $1,300,000. The state is expected to approve 
the final design very late in 2002, and contracts will be bid 
in late 2002 or early 2003. It is important that the town be 
authorized to spend the entire amount so that contracts do not 
have to be let piecemeal, which would almost surely add to the 
COs cs In order to make maximum use of the landfill by 
operating it until about April 1, 2003, it will be necessary 
to let contracts before the town stops taking trash and 
perform the construction promptly after the town stops taking 
trash. 


Since contracts must be let before next year's town meeting, 
spending needs to be approved this year. 


To pay part of this cost, the town has accumulated funds for 
several years in landfill capital reserve accounts, and has 
already paid some closure costs from these accounts. The 
balance as of December 31, 2001 is about $420,000, which can 
be expected to grow due to interest and recycling revenues 
(which the town voted to dedicate to landfill closure several 
years ago). If $50,000 had been added to the landfill closure 
capital reserve fund in 2002, the town would have had close to 
$500,000 by early 2003; instead, the town will have close to 
$450,000. The rest will have to be borrowed by the town - and 
the town will need to authorize $800,000 of borrowing 
($1,250,000 minus $450,000). 


The state will reimburse 20 percent of most of the costs of 
closing the landfill, including much of the engineering water 
studies of past years. Reimbursement of expenses already paid 
can be used to reduce outstanding debt, and the state will 
reimburse the town for part of future principal and interest 
payments as they occur. 


Many factors might reduce the cost from this conservative 


amount requested. Perhaps 20 percent extra cost is too 
pessimistic, or the pre-closure increase in trash accumulation 
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started 2 years before closure instead of one, or construction 
will slow down, or Hoyle Tanner's contingency amount is too 
large. While any of these may occur, we cannot assume that 
they will occur. 


The factor most likely to significantly reduce the cost of 
landfill closure is a possible change in the cap material. As 
of last year, the Committee believed that the town would be 
required to use a plastic cap for the landfill. Late in 2001, 
the New Hampshire Department of Environmental Services (DES) 
suggested that we consider a less expensive till (earth) cap, 
and stated that our landfill water tests to date make it 
likely that a till cap design could be approved by the state. 
Such caps have been used in New Hampshire - in fact, one of 
our committee members built one several years ago. The town 
has been told that substituting a till cap might save about 15 
percent - if a final design using one can be approved. 


While the Committee hopes that a combination of these factors 
might reduce the total cost to the $800,000 to $1,000,000 
range that has been discussed for several years, it is 
important that the town authorize enough funds to cover all 
likely cases, so that contracts can be let all at once next 
winter and bidders will not be afraid of not getting paid. 
The town should be pleased that NH DES has suggested a lower- 
cost, environmentally-acceptable alternative, and should work 
with them to implement it if possible. 


NEW SOLID WASTE FACILITY. Once the landfill is closed, the 
Committee recommends that town solid waste be handled by using 
the existing landfill site as a transfer station, using as 
much of the existing facilities as possible. It should be 
possible to keep the existing office/recycling building for 
limited use, and add additional facilities as needed. 


A new facility will require enough trailer space to hold an 
entire Saturday's worth of trash, concrete retaining walls so 
people can park above the trailers and throw their trash in, 
and concrete slabs under the trailers. It will also be 
necessary to regrade enough of the site so several cars can 
deposit trash in the trailers at one time, and pave areas 
where cars will drive and park. The Committee also recommends 
placing a carport-like roof over the trailers to keep out the 
elements. 
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The Committee also recommends that a new facility reduce 
recycling labor by placing all recyclable containers in a 
single trailer, and shipping them to a co-mingled container 
processing facility where they can be separated and recycled 
more quickly with less labor. In addition, it appears that 
recycling paper may also produce cost savings compared with 
paying tipping fees. 


Since there is considerable uncertainty in the estimate of the 
number of people who will use the facility, and the amount of 
trash they will generate, the initial design will attempt to 
provide a minimal functional facility that will work well, and 
include room for future expansion. The largest uncertainty is 
in the number of people who will use the facility, and that 
depends greatly on who pays for solid waste (next heading, and 
next warrant article). 


The Committee estimates at this time that $125,000 will be 
necessary to provide the described facility for serving about 
the existing number of users. The largest cost items appear 
to be the concrete walls and pads, and the roofs over the 
trailers. 


The Committee will continue to refine this estimate. Once the 
town has decided who should pay for trash disposal, the 
Committee will be better able to estimate the future volume of 
users, and can then proceed to produce a design. 


WHO SHOULD PAY FOR SOLID WASTE. The Committee recommends that 
the town choose to have users pay for solid waste, including 


the new solid waste facility. The town has been spending 
between $100,000 and $150,000 per year on solid waste - 
landfill current expenses, landfill closure fund 


contributions, and payments on the landfill land purchase. 
The cost of solid waste will increase to between double and 
triple this amount when the landfill can no longer be used. 
Rather than have this cost collected in taxes, the Committee 
recommends that users pay for disposal. 


A warrant article directing (a word suggested by the 
Selectmen) the selectmen to do so is on the warrant and the 
Committee recommends approval. 


If the solid waste facility pays for itself without. subsidies 


from taxes: 
(1) The town can exclude large trucks, including those that 
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| pick up trash from routes within the town, and those 

carrying most of the construction and demolition debris, 

without worrying about having one group of residents 

| subsidize another. 

(2) The size of the new solid waste facility can then be 
reduced. 

(3) The town can worry a lot less about the persistent rumors 
that trash from other towns is coming here at our 
taxpayers' expense. 





The Committee is still examining options for implementation. 
One option, used by many towns, is to sell bags, and only 
allow those bags to be used for disposal. 


‘PAYING FOR CONSTRUCTION AND DEMOLITION DEBRIS - CURRENT. 
Given that the final landfill closure design will almost 
surely extend into the narrower, more expensive section of the 
landfill footprint, the cost of additional trash in the 
remaining year before closure is likely to be considerably 
greater than previously estimated. The Committee recommends 
NEhat the Selectmen increase the current charge for 
‘construction and demolition debris from the current $3 per 
cubic yard to approximately $10 per cubic yard. As soon as a 
better estimate of the costs of handling and closure for the 
additional waste can be obtained, the Committee will make a 
final recommendation.

PLANNING BOARD 


The growth in housing and in population of our town that began 
in 1998 escalated in 2001. In order to handle the increase in 
applications for developments, the board scheduled a number of 
extra meetings throughout the summer and fall. The number of 
completed applications for subdivisions considered by the 
board increase from two in 1999, to six in 2001 and to 


thirteen in 2001. Several of these subdivisions proved to be 
complex and required several hearings. One of the 
subdivisions still under consideration is for a very large 


tract of land and a great number of homes. 


In addition to the increase in growth, the board this year 
decided to clarify our cluster regulations that are hard to 
interpret and in places contradictory. Consequently, we 
devoted a number of meetings and two public hearings to 
developing warrant articles that change, simplify, and clarify 
cluster zoning ordinances to be voted on by the town in March. 
Jeff MacGillivray has carried the burden of this task. 


Liz Freeman and Woody Meiszner continue to plan for the 
revision of the New Ipswich Master Plan that should be 
completed in 2003. It is important that the plan reflect 
accurately a public consensus of how the town should look at 
how it should develop as a place to live, to work, and grow up 
in. To obtain this consensus Liz and Woody will be calling on 
residents of New Ipswich to participate in a number of public 
forums to be held during the next eighteen months. It is 
important to note that master plans are only effective if they 
are used as a basis for decision making by the Selectmen and 
the other departments and boards of the town. 


Members of the Planning Board were deeply saddened by the 
death of Oiva Anderson, our colleague on the board with by far 
the longest tenure. Oiva will be missed for his wit, his 
wisdom, and for his vast knowledge of the town. 


As always the Planning Board welcomes participation at its 
meetings and urges concerned residents to consider running for 
the Board.

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CEMETERY TRUSTEES 


The Cemetery Trustees and the Cemetery Sexton meet (usually) 
on the third Tuesday of each month. The dates and times of 
the meetings are posted in the town office and post office. 
The public is invited to attend. 


During this past year the sexton, David Howard, has overseen 
fourteen burials and five cremation interments. At the 
request of the trustees, David conducted a survey of 
neighboring towns to see if our interment fee schedule was 
comparable. It became obvious that we needed to raise our 
fees; so in July we adopted a new interment fee schedule. 
Effective January 1, 2002, regular burials that take place 
during the week will stay at $200. However, on weekends and 
holidays the cost will increase to $350. Cremation interments 
will be $75 during the week and $100 on weekends and holidays. 
Cremations that involve a vault will be $150 on weekdays and 


$200 on weekends and holidays. The price for the purchase of | 


lots will not change: $200 for each 5' x 10' grave site. 


In accordance with the Long Range Plan for the Cemeteries 
adopted two years ago, we are oN a five year schedule to 
repair monuments and to remove dead trees and limbs that 
threaten to damage monuments. The sexton is responsible for 
seeing that the work is performed according to standards set 


by the trustees. It is our expectation that we will have the.

addition, we have under consideration a plan to have the two | 


active cemeteries surveyed using a sonar system to determine 
exact locations where the earth has not been disturbed. The 
survey should identify new sites for future burials. 


The Highway Department has for many years prepared graves for 
burial. Next year we will contract with the department to mow 
and rake the cemeteries. Since we own the equipment, Tom 
Saari assures us that his crew will be able to perform both 
tasks for the same or at a lower cost than we are now paying. 


With the death of Cemetery Trustee Oiva Anderson on December 
first of this year, the remaining trustees, Oliver Niemi and 
I, came to realize how much we had relied on him. Oiva knew 
the town of New Ipswich better than any other living person, 
and he cared for it and worked for it as a volunteer in many 
capacities throughout his adult life. It is fitting that this 
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Annual Report be dedicated to him. 


Based on the belief that well-maintained cemeteries are a 
measure of how well a town values itself and its citizens, the 
Cemetery Trustees seek your advice and support.

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PARKS AND RECREATION 


Recreation activities in the year 2001 for New Ipswich were 
directed, as in the past, mainly at the youth segment of the 
population. Sports activities, both directly operated by the 
Recreation Department and run in conjunction with other youth 
Organizations, included swimming lessons, swim team, Little 
League baseball and softball, Mascenic Youth basketball and 
Mascenic Youth soccer. There are ongoing discussions to 
expand opportunities for the adult and senior segments, 
including the development of a Community Center with 
activities for all ages, but financial considerations dictate 
that these plans be extended over a multi-year horizon. 
Additional plans for expansion of recreational activities for 
the future include renovation of the swimming pool, addition 
of lighting for the baseball/softball fields, resurfacing of 
the tennis courts and basketball court and addition of a Babe 
Ruth League baseball field. 


Basketball 

The 2001 youth basketball season offered a variety of 
activities. There was a Biddy ball program for the grade K-2 
children that was well attended. The town league for grade 3- 
4 youth consisted of eight teams playing a total of 40 games 
and serving more than 80 players. There were two boys’ 
traveling teams and one girls’ traveling team at the grade 5-6 
level competing in the Silver Valley/Emerald Valley program. 
In addition, there was a women’s basketball program for pickup 
games. 


Baseball/Softball 

The baseball program is run in conjunction with Little League 
of America and offers both baseball and softball for age 
groups from 5-12 years. In 2001, there were 15 baseball teams 
with 187 participants and 5 softball teams with 65 
participants. 


Swimming 

Swimming activities are varied and include swimming lessons, 
swim team, open swimming hours and occasional special events 
at the pool. In 2001, there were three swim lesson sessions 
offered for children ages 3-13 during the season, with over 
400 signups. The swim team consisted of 30 swimmers between 
the ages 6-18, competing against other town teams. In 
addition, there were five special events - three pool parties 
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open to town residents and two school field trips. 


BOCCer 

Youth soccer is run in conjunction with Mascenic Youth Soccer, 
providing playing opportunities for youth from grades K-6. In 
2001, there were nine grade K-2 teams, seven grade 3-4 teams 
and three grade 5-6 teams, totaling 283 players. 


Special Activities 
There were two special programs supported by the Recreation 


Department in 2001 in conjunction with other organizations. 
First, there was the Strawberry Fest in July, which included 
the Temple Band concert and the opportunity to share some time 
and strawberry shortcake with friends and neighbors. 


Second, there was the Octoberfest in October. Octoberfest in 
2001 included entertainment by various bands/musical groups, 
children’s games, carnival rides and food as far as the eye 
could see. It is traditionally one of the major annual 
celebrations for the town and was very well attended. The 
activity was run in conjunction with Little League, and the 
proceeds from this year’s event are slated to help pay for the 
planned baseball field lighting. 


Almost all activities, except for swimming, are run by 


volunteers from the community. Without the exceptional 
participation of these volunteers, most of the programs would 
not exist. The Recreation Committee, itself a volunteer 


committee, wishes to thank all those who donated their time, 
energies and abilities to the New Ipswich recreational 
programs in 2001 and looks forward to an even more successful 
year in 2002.

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POOL 


The pool season started with a fresh coat of paint, new locker 
room and entry mats, ceiling tiles, new lifeguard chairs and 
some much needed maintenance repairs. The use of the newly 
purchased pool safety cover proved to be well worth the cost. 
This year's opening began without the usual extensive process 
of cleaning out deep muck and jammed rocks. Within days the 
water was crystal clear and remained that way throughout the 
summer. We are very grateful to resident and former pool 
director, Tim Somero, who volunteered to come in every morning 
to clean the pool and monitor chemicals. He saved us a lot of 
time and money. Tim is a great example for all of us of true 
community spirit. 


To begin our Swimming season, four new lifeguards were added 
to our staff. We were pleased to welcome Jordan Bergeron, Mary 
Beth Huszar, Christian Lund, and Gail Maki. They joined 
returning lifeguards, Taylor Aldrich, Josh Gautreau, Lianne 
Maki, Krystyn Morin, Ashley Salmonson, Jaret Salmonson, Jen 
Salmonson, and Nick Salmonson. The commitment these young 
people make to us is notable. They take their responsibilities 
seriously and work hard to make the pool a great place to be. 
Our motto this year was "We are the BEST!", and while that's 
a tall order to live up to, they continually strived to make 
us be the best we could be. We're proud to say that the 
staff's efforts really paid off when a surprise state 
inspection graded us excellently as the only pool in the state 
without any negative ratings. In addition to their duties of 
the normal pool operation their help and enthusiasm enabled us 
to hold 5 special events, for children and their families. 
These included the Jump into Summer Party, Hawaiian Luau, 
Christmas in July and 2 school field trips. We are fortunate 
to have such great kids serving our community. A special 
thanks to all the volunteers who helped with these events. 


Each year the number of patrons using the town pool increases. 
This year was no exception with over 400 children between the 
ages of 3 and 13 participating in our Red Cross swim lesson 
programs. Scheduling and coordinating the 3, three-week-lesson 
sessions was hectic but proved to be successful, thanks to the 
hard work and dedication of our Red Cross Water Safety 
Instructors Josh Gautreau, Lianne Maki, Nick Salmonson, Dom 
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Viglione and Krystyn Morin along with assistant instructors, 
Jen Salmonson, Jessica Sharp and Christian Lund. Over 50 
classes were held throughout the summer and numerous children 
progressed through three levels of classes. Very important 
helpers of our lesson program are our instructor's aides. 
These young assistants commit to being at every lesson to 
assist the instructors carry out their many tasks. They are a 
wonderful asset to our program. There are too many to name 
here, but we are very thankful to them all. 


A special thank you to all the local businesses that sponsored 
our swim team, "The New Ipswich Breakers". Coach Jen 
Salmonson, with the help of assistant coach, Christian Lund, 
led the team of 30 local youths, between the ages of 6 and 18, 
to.a 3 and 2 record with a 3rd place finish ingen 
Rotary meet. We thank Jen and Christian for their devotion, as 
well as to the parent volunteers who helped in many ways. 
Being a team member requires a strong commitment, dedication 
and hard work. Everyone on the team made a valuable 
contribution to our success. Four exceptional swimmers for 
this summer's Breakers team were Lindsay May, Camden Lund, 
Chelsea Lund, and Nick Salmonson. 


Looking ahead to the year 2002 and in keeping up with our pool 
maintenance upgrade plan, we hope to execute two main projects 
before our next opening. The first is to replace the filter 
sand, which is used for water filtration and cleaning. This 
process is over due by many years and needs to be implemented. 
It is a rather expensive process due to intensive labor and 
the cost of sand disposal requirements. We are requesting 
resources from our pool capital. reserve fund. Of lesser cost, 
but also in need is the replacement of the deteriorated diving 
board base. 


We would like to thank Friends of Recreation and the patrons 
who donated the new pool chairs for the deck. These have been 
a great addition for both comfort and appearance. We received 
many compliments about this improvement. 


And a final thank you to each of the members of our fellow 
town departments who are always so gracious in their ongoing 
support: Tom Saari and Dennis Eastman and the Highway 
Department, Chief Rick Hewitt and the Fire Department, Chief 
Tim Connell and the Police Department, Cheryl Billings and 
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Joanne Meshna at the town office, and last but not least in 
our own department Bob Kincaid, who is kept quite busy by our 
daily needs. Whenever we call for help or advice these people 
are quick to respond. It makes our jobs so much easier knowing 
we have others we can count on when we need them. We are very 
grateful to each one. 


Presently, the pool is open an average of 70 hours a week. It 
is a great asset for our community with it's very busy, happy 
atmosphere.

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CONSERVATION COMMISSION 





The purpose of the Conservation Commission is to insure the 
“proper utilization and protection of the natural resources 
and for the protection of watershed resources of the said 
city’ on “town (RSA. "S6A)e Commission activities are 
directly related to this purpose. Activities for 2001 are 
outlined below: 


e One of our major projects in 2001 was the launching of a 
Natural Resource Inventory (NRI). The NRI compiles an 
inventory of the town’s natural resources. This inventory is 
essential, because the first step in protecting natural 
resources is identifying them. The Commission will be 
issuing a Request for Proposal (RFP) in the Spring of 2002. 
The RFP, intended for environmental consultants and wetland 


scientists, will define the purpose, scope and 
specifications of the NRI. Technologies, such as Global 
Positioning Systems (GPS) and Geographical Information 


Systems (GIS) will be used to compile the inventory. The 
resources identified in the completed inventory will be 
regularly monitored, and the GIS database of natural 
resources will be updated periodically. 


e The Commission is collaborating with The Monadnock 
Conservancy, the Society for the Protection of New Hampshire 
Forests (SPNHF), the New England Forestry Foundation (NEFF), 
and the Rindge Conservation Commission in an effort to 
protect the land owned by the Hampshire Country School. The 
land, totaling over 1700 acres, is one of the last, large 
tracts of open space in the New Ipswich/Rindge area. It 
provides some of the most valuable habitat in the region, 
and is one of the fundamental ingredients of the quality of 
life citizens of New Ipswich and Rindge cherish so greatly. 


e In January, the Conservation Commission and the Harris 
Center for Conservation Education co-sponsored a snowshoe 
outing at the Nussdorfer Nature Area, a parcel of 
conservation land owned by the _ town. The outing was 
attended by over 25 people, who enjoyed the scenic beauty of 
the area, and observed numerous signs of wildlife. 


e In August, a Shoreland Protection Act information package 
was mailed to over 250 land owners who abut bodies of water 
that fall under the jurisdiction of the Act. The Shoreland 
Protection Act is designed to protect our valuable surface 
waters. The purpose of the mailing was to inform land owners 
about restrictions and regulations that apply to activities 
adjacent to the bodies of water that fall under the Act. 
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e The Commission has formed Easement Monitoring Teams, who 
will be responsible for monitoring conservation easements 
held by the town. The purpose of easement monitoring is to 
insure that the easement restrictions are not violated. 


e During the year, Commission members maintained hiking 
trails located on town-owned land. The hiking trails, which 
are provided for the use and enjoyment of ,the public, 
require ongoing maintenance such as brush cutting, bridge 
repair and other trail grooming activities. Plans are 
underway for the creation of several new trails in 2002. 


e During the year, the Commission spent a great deal of 
time reviewing Wetland Permits and monitoring development 
activities adjacent to the wetlands. The Commission is very 
concerned about the impact the increased development will 
have on the town’s wetlands. The wetlands are important for 
wildlife habitat, water storage and flood control. Wetlands 
are one of the town’s most valuable natural resources, and 
the Commission spends a considerable amount of time 
protecting them. 


e The year ended with a discussion of the impact of the 
increased development on the town’s water supplies. The 
Commission is concerned, because it realizes that at some 
point, the development will surpass the ability of the 
existing water supply to provide water to the new dwellings. 
This is a state-wide concern and the state is doing 
considerable research to provide solutions to this 
escalating problem. This subject will be one of the focuses 
of the Commission’s activities in 2002. 


e The Commission is looking for new members who have an 
interest in protecting the town’s natural resources and are 
able to give time to various Commission projects. If you 
are interested, please contact the Town Office.

Except for the dry period, the town did quite well to escape 
natural, technological and manmade hazards. Disasters do not 
just appear one day; they exist through time and have a life 
cycle of occurrence. And individual preparedness is worth the 
effort. The Emergency Management Office has information on 
preparedness. Should you like information see the address, 
phone number/fax and e-mail at the bottom of this report. 


The Town has applied for three (3) Hazard Mitigation Grants 
from the Federal Government. Funding is available when the 
government votes it. 


The Emergency Management Office has applied for an Emergency 
Management Assistance Grant (EMA) to help reduce the cost of 
the office. Again, it depends on when the government votes 
the money. 


The office is requesting that any amateur radio operator (ham) 
who is interested in forming an Amateur Radio Emergency 
Service (ARES) Net within the town please contact the 
Emergency Management Office (see phone/fax, e-mail at bottom 
of report). 


People are needed to be trained as first aiders, and mass care 
centers personnel. Training is by the American Red Cross. 
Also, if anyone knows American Sign Language your help is also 
requested as are persons to help form a Local Emergency 
Planning Committee (LEPC). This committee will develop 
response procedures for hazardous material incidents. A 
disaster planning group is being formed to develop a plan for 
the care of animals in a disaster. 


A copy of the town’s Emergency Management Plan is located in 
the Library, Town Office and the Emergency Management Office.

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BOARD OF HEALTH 


Again as in the past years the Board of Selectmen served as 
health officers in our town. During the year the never ending 
problem with failed septic systems continued to dominate the 
complaints received. Investigations were done and solutions 
were found working with the individuals involved and in 
conjunction with the state Department of Environmental 
Services. In one case of a rental property a cease and desist 
from renting was issued until proper corrections were made. 


The Board also investigated complaints of garbage accumulating 
and attracting rodents, a problem with an existing uncovered 
cellar hole left standing for many years, a complaint of 
children in an apartment without heat and a number of other 
problems. 


During the year we also issued permits for child care 
facilities and families in the adoption process as is required 
by state law. 


Again, we wish to remind citizens that it is very important to 
continue to do water testing on a regular basis in their 
private homes. One case in New Ipswich resulted in extensive 
state testing on a continual basis as all kinds of harmful 
ingredients were found during a sale of the property. The 
family has been required to use bottled water until the state 
completes its investigative process. 


We wish to thank Cheryl, Joanne and all of the various boards 
and state agencies for their cooperation in 2001.

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WELFARE ADMINISTRATION 


The year 2001 saw some changes in the Welfare Department. I 
took over as Administrator in March. I proposed new 
qualification guidelines that were adopted by the Board of 
Selectmen. These guidelines are necessary in determining 
eligibility for aid from the town and to assess eligibility to 
State and Federal aid programs as well. I would like to ensure 
the taxpayers that all applicants are being directed to as 
many other agencies as possible, in a hope to reduce the 
financial burden to the town. 


The budget for Welfare has been underspent this year, due in 
part to greater utilization of other agency’s programs. We 
had several first time applicants this year, most of which 
were one-time-only assistance issues to get the individuals or 
families over a particular rough spot. Many times people only 
call after utilities have been shut off. This results in 
larger costs to get the utility restored. I will take this 
time to urge anyone who thinks they may have a problem to 
contact this office before shut-offs occur. Another difficult 
problem is finding available shelter in New Ipswich. 


There are many local churches and charitable organizations 


that have donated greatly to area residents in need. I would 
like to thank them all.

POLICE STATION BUILDING COMMITTEE 


This committee was charged by the Selectmen to accomplish the 
transformation of the middle building at the old S&A site into 
the new police station.

As of December 31, 2001, the initial phase 
is 95% complete, and the police should be able to occupy the 
building by late January 2002 with a handicapped accessible 
reception area, evidence room, training room, restroom 
facilities, and offices.

Our initial contractor did a fine job and saved the town money 
with his common sense suggestions and work. Unfortunately, he 
was unable to complete the project due to other work demands. 
The Selectmen authorized the hiring of an electrical 
contractor to finish the wiring and another contractor to 
finish the non-electrical work. These people had to be hired 
because the volunteers upon whom we leaned so heavily during 
the renovations of the other two buildings could not help as 
much. After the tremendous success in renovating the other 
buildings, I was disappointed by these delays and setbacks. 


Yet, many projects were completed by volunteers who saved the 
taxpayers of New Ipswich many thousands of dollars and allowed 
our small funds to go much further. Some worked on all three 
buildings and early in 2002, the town will have a completed 
Town Complex we can all be proud of and because of our 30 year 
plan, will serve the needs of the town for many years to come. 
My sincere thanks to everyone who helped in any way, anda 
special thank you to my wife Celia and to Ronald Stanley and 
his wife Carol for their work and unwavering support and to 
S&S Concrete Floors, my employer, without whose support and 
understanding I could not have undertaken this project.

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OLD TOWN HALL COMMITTEE 


The Selectmen appointed the committee during the latter part 
of 2000 and we were charged with conducting a study to 
determine the feasibility of using the building, along with 
determining what would be required to refurbish the building) 
and bring it into good working order. 


The committee organized and met monthly, first evaluating the 
needs to accomplish this task and also to determine the amount 
of funding that would be necessary and from what source we 
could expect it. 


The Children’s Fair committee contacted the Selectmen at that 
time requesting permission to use the Old Town Hall for this 
annual event and was informed that several things would have 
to be done to bring the building up to safety code before it 
could be used. This included an emergency exit door at the 
rear of the hall, complete new wiring, crash bars on both 
front and rear exit doors, and an emergency alarm system 
installed. 


A committee from the Congregational Church volunteered to 
perform this task and over a period of a few short weeks and 
approximately $4,000 in man labor, completed the necessary 
requirements. We then received permission from the Fire Chief 
and Selectmen to use the building for this event. 


Our Old Town Hall is a structurally sound building that has 
been at the same location since 1817, and parts of the 
building were taken from an older meeting house that predates 
the Revolutionary War. The structure has housed many town 
meetings, the New Ipswich (Appleton) Academy, and has served 
as a gym. Like other buildings it has evolved over time and 
in its present form is a public hall. 


In more recent years it has been used annually by the 
Children’s Fair and some other groups have used it on an 
irregular basis. The challenge has been to find a modern 
adaptation for a historic structure without ruining it. This 
is complicated by the land it is sited on being little more 
than the footprint of the building itself. In the beginning 
the building was sited near the church since it was the center 
of the town and the church’s sheds may have provided parking 
for horses in the past. Today we can look to creating a 
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partnership with the church and our abutters to allow the 
building to be used. 


Parking can be arranged with the church by having a schedule 
that does not conflict with church needs. Water can be 
obtained from a neighbor and the “septic” can be designed to 
fit on the property. The volume of water would be low and 
could easily be handled. Aside from the fair some potential 
uses would be for various civic or social groups, performances 
by artists, exhibits, community events, town functions, and 
meetings. Some of these events could generate revenue needed 
to operate the building with any surplus set aside for future 
repairs. The hall could easily function in a manner similar 
to the Peterborough Town House, which hosts events throughout 
the year. 


This committee is requesting that the Selectmen and voters 
support the necessary repairs to the building to allow it to 


reach its potential.

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MONADNOCK CABLE TELEVISION CONSORTIUM 


The Selectmen allow Adelphia to offer cable television 
services in the town under a Federal Communications (FCC) 
franchise agreement that will expire November 23, 2002. Cable 
TV agreements in other area towns also have expiration dates. 
Selectmen in the towns of Bennington, Hancock, Jaffrey, New 
Ipswich, Peterborough, Temple, and Walpole entered into an 
inter-municipal agreement, under New Hampshire Law, to create 
the Monadnock Area Cable Television Consortium. The purpose 
is to provide the most efficient cable franchise negotiation 
for the mutual benefit of the area citizens. 


On May 1, 2002, New Ipswich Selectmen appointed me the 
volunteer representative to the Cable Consortium. As outlined 
under FCC negotiations regulations, the Consortium: 


A. Reviewed Adelphia compliance in each town with the terms 
of the existing franchise, 


Bt Hired legal services of Donahue, Tucker & Ciandella,. of 
Exeter, who have assisted New Hampshire towns and 
consortiums reach franchise agreements with cable TV 
companies, 


CY Requested Adelphia provide written response to over 100 
questions specific to cable services in the area, 


Di Received Adelphia response to the questions, 


E. Met with Adelphia representatives to obtain expanded 
responses to certain questions, obtain resolution with 
Adelphia. This form is available at the Town Office. 


In January 2002, New Ipswich Selectmen will hold a public 
hearing to obtain citizen input for conditions to be included 
in the franchise negotiations. Other towns will also be 
obtaining citizen input. The Consortium will solicit a 
franchise renewal proposal from Adelphia and will submit to 
Adelphia a counterproposal in the spring. The goal is to have 
a new cable service franchise agreement for all Consortium 
towns completed in 2002.

As you know, Monadnock Family Services (MFS) is active in your 
community, providing quality mental health services to 
residents who need them, regardless of their ability to pay. 
As part of this mission, we feel it is important to let you 
know the extent of our work, and we are pleased to provide you 
the Census Report which outlines services provided to 
residents in your town during 2000-2001. Over the past year, 
MFS provided services to over 3,800 adults, chilares and older 
adults, of which 79 were residents of New Ipswich. 


MFS needs your financial support to help underwrite the cost 
of services we provide to the uninsured and under-insured 
individuals in your town. Based on figures from the 2000 
population estimates from the NH Office of State Planning, we 
are asking for the equivalent of $1.25 per capita, which for 
the town of New Ipswich amounts to $5361.25. 


We ask for your consideration and support of (thé 65525. per 
capita increase in our request. MFS has not increased its 
request to towns for over a decade. However, costs of 
providing services to the uninsured has increased steadily due 
to rising treatment costs and more people seeking subsidized 
services. The costs to MFS of serving the uninsured and 
under-insured residents of the Monadnock Region has averaged 
half a million dollars annually for the past three years. 
United Way funds and town subsidies cover approximately one 
third of this significant expense. Our services to uninsured 
adults are further jeopardized as state regulations prohibit 
us from supplementing non-funded or under-funded service with 
state funds. 


Your ongoing support of our work is deeply appreciated, and we 
hope that our partnership in caring for the residents of New 
Ipswich will continue. We work very hard to keep our costs 
down, and to identify, whenever possible, alternate sources of 
funding for this population.
